What’s new in fishing tackle? 
Amid the ballyhoo that accompanies the introduction of most 
“ new” fishing lures and equipment, we sometimes tend to overlook 
the fact that almost everything now on the market has a direct 
descendant many years -- even centuries -- old. 
Modern tackle is far removed from that of the horse-and-buggy 
days, observe the fishing authorities, but there are very few items 
around that couldn’t be obtained by Grandpa during his barefoot 
schoolboy days. It may not have been as attractive or as operative, 
but its results were fairly good. 
Even our fur-robed ancestors of prehistoric times devised tackle 
that would do the job. Small round stones, pointed on both ends 
with a line tied in the middle were effective in putting fish on the 
table more than 7,000 years ago. 
The Egyptians of about 2,000 B.C. developed a proficiency 
with a reed rod and length of line very much like our familiar cane 
poles. In the 1400’s walking stikcs that were actually nine-foot 
telescoping fishing rods were common. 
Even spinning rods, which Americans consider “ new,” had their 
origins as far back as the 17th Century in Europe. 
The Romans came up with the first artificial fly, called the Red 
Hackle, and they also used clam shells as lures. Everything from 
stone and bone to steel has been fashioned into hooks. 
Though the resemblance may be faint, ifs a rare piece of tackle 
that doesn’t have a fascinating history. 
So the next time you walk into a sporting goods store, don’t 
ask w hat’s new, ask what’s different.

Statistically, the group in the 
basic education courses started 
with a grade-level average of 7.4 
on the California Achievement 
Test.

The Michigan State Safety 
Commission

says the British never use their 
headlights at night. Instead, they 
drive with only their parking 
lamps on.

W hat’s new in fishing tackle? 
Amid the ballyhoo th at accompanies the introduction of m ost 
“ new” fishing lures and equipm ent, we som etim es tend to overlook 
the fact that alm ost everything now on the m arket has a direct 
descendant many years -- even centuries - old. 
M odern tackle is far removed from th at of the horse-and-buggy 
days, observe the fishing authorities, but there are very few items 
around th at couldn’t be obtained by G randpa during his barefoot 
schoolboy days. It may not have been as attractive or as operative, 
but its results were fairly good. 
Even our fur-robed ancestors of prehistoric tim es devised tackle 
that would do the job. Small round stones, pointed on both ends 
with a line tied in the middle were effective in putting fish on the 
table more than 7,000 years ago. 
The Egyptians of about 2,000 B.C. developed a proficiency 
with a reed rod and length of line very much like our familiar cane 
poles. In the 1400’s walking stikcs that were actually nine-foot 
telescoping fishing rods were com m on. 
Even spinning rods, which Americans consider “ new,” had their 
origins as far back as the 17th Century in Europe. 
The Rom ans came up with the first artificial fly, called the Red 
Hackle, and they also used clam shells as lures. Everything from 
stone and bone to steel has been fashioned into hooks. 
Though the resem blance may be faint, ifs a rare piece of tackle 
that doesn’t have a fascinating history. 
So the next tim e you walk into a sporting goods store, d o n ’t 
ask w hat’s new, ask w hat’s different.

To 
the north lies the reservation of 


Kootenai and Kalispell to which 
the Salish were moved in 1891.

reservations. Most of the trainees 
had less than a high school 
education and were without jobs 
or locked in low paying ones. 
They represent 60 per cent

project leader, Dr. James Hall, 
calls the drop-out rate “ quite 
minimal. 
“ These people were school 
drop-outs before they entered 
the program,” 
Hall says. “ I 
would have been happy with 40 
per cent remaining in.” Hall is 
coordinator of extension and 
continuing education 
for the 
university. He drew the plans 
and got the money for the 


project. 
The federal agencies involved 
—the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
the Manpower Development and 
Training Administration, and the

O p p o rtu n ity —co n sid er 
the 
trainees for the most part the 
hard-core unemployed. 
The project provides basic 
s k i ll s 
and 
p re v o c a tio n a l 
orientation; the BIA then places 
the 
graduates 
in appropriate 
work, knowing the individual is 
ready for the higher step and has 
some idea of where he wants to 
go. 
Statistically, the group in the 
basic education courses started 
with a grade-level average of 7.4 
on the California Achievement 
Test. After 20 weeks of study, 
the average was 9.1. Twenty-two 
persons have passed tests to earn 
the equivalent of a high school 
education. 
Less than one-quarter of the 
Indians was employed before the 
project. Those who held jobs 
earned $300-$2,500 a year. 
Under the program, heads of 
family get $32 per week for 
subsistence, plus $5 for each 


d e p e n d e n t. 
They

$70-$114 per m onth from the 
BIA. A family of five children 
gets $360 a month and pays its
